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Applicants argue that there are only 21 symptoms that are statistically effectively treated by the present invention, withonly three being 
recited in the claims. Applicants point out that independent claim 5 recites that the individual to be treated as at least symptoms of feelings 
of guilt, suicide, and retardation: psychomotor rather than broadly reciting that the individual to be treated has a mood disorder. 

In response to the above arguments, it is taught by Ueda et al. that theanine ameliorates symptoms accompanying diminished 
homeostasis, which symptoms include bad physical condition, anxiety, spiritlessness, faintheartedness, maudliness, psychological lifet and 
autonomic imbalance symptoms which meet the symptoms of retardation:psychomotor. Regardless of the etiology of the symptoms, 
theanine will treat all the above symptoms regardless of it is associated with a mood disorder or not. Accordingly, the rejections are 
maintained. 
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
